WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
‘The House today upheld Presi- 
dent Truman's veto of the Re- 
"publicans’ four-billion-dollar tax- 
reduction bill, thus killing the 
measure. 

The vote was 268 to pass the 
bill over the veto and 137 against. 
Thus it was two votes short of 
Yhe two-thirds majority necessary 
to pass a law over the President's 
disapproval. 

When that count turned up on 
the roll call, Republican leader 
Halleck of Indiana demanded and 
obtained a recount, but no votes 
were changed. 

Voting to override the veto were 
233 Republicans and 35 Demo- 
crats. Supporting the President 
were 134 Democrats, two Repub-

The House action means the 
Senate will not even vote on the 
jiasue of overriding the veto, since 
to override would take two-thirds 
majority in both houses.

BIG CLIPPER BEGINS 
AROUND.THE-WORLD 


“PASSENGER SERVICE 


Pan-American Plane Takes 
Newspaper Party on Its 


Inaugural Flight. 


NEW YORK, June 17 (AP)— 
Pan-American Airway’s giant Clip- 
per plane, the America, took off 
today from LaGuardia field on the 
first leg of a giobe-girdling flight 
inaugurating the airline's around- 
the-world passenger service. 

Juan T. Trippe, president of the 
airline, and a.party of American 
newspaper publishers and editors 
were aboard. The trip is expected 
to cover 21,426 miles and require 


93 flying hours. 


The flight in the new type four- 
engined Lockheed Constellation 


includes stops at Gander, N. F.; 


Shannon, Eire; London, Istanbul, 
Karachi and Calcutta in India; 
Bangkok; Manila; Shanghai; 
Tokyo; Guam; Wake; Honolulu 
and San Francisco. The regular 
service, at a $1700 fare, will in- 
clude weekly an east-bound 
around-the-world flight from New 
York and a west-bound flight 
from San Francisco, It marks the 
beginning of the first globe- 
girdling air service in history. 
Flights which will follow the 
first trail-blazing trip will require 
a longer time, about 120 hours. 


HOUSE ACCEPTS RENT-CONTROL 
BILL AGREED ON BY CONFEREES 


114-to-87 Vote Sends Measure 
Permitting 15 per Cent 
Increase to Senate. 
WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 


The House accepted today a joint 


congressional committee's om- 
mendations on the terms bf a 
measure to extend rent control 
until Feb. 29, 1948. 

The action came on a standing 
vote of 163 to 73 after the House, 
by a standing tally of 114 to 87, 
rejected a move to send the 
measure back to a „ 
conference committee for further 
study, The legislation now goes 
to the Senate. 

Included in the bill is a contro- 
versial provision permitting a 15 
per cent increase in rents when 
landlords and tenants voluntar- 
ily” get together “in good faith” 
and agree to the boost in ex-

WASHINGTON, June 17—Henry 
A. Wallace, rousingly cheered by 
an overflow audience of 10,500 at 
the Watergate Ampitheater on the 
banks of the Potomac river, last 
night flatly predicted the launch- 
ing of a new political party if 
both major parties “insist on pur- 


suing the present suicide course 
toward war and depression.” 

It was the most categorical 
statement made so far by the 
former Vice President on the 
formation of a third party. Swift 
action to carry out his threat was 
seen in Wallace’s assertion that 
a new party would be born, “even 
if it has no chance of election suc- 
cess in 1948.” : 

Three Chief Proposals. 

His fighting speech, packed with 
stiff punches aimed at President 
Truman and the Republican lead- 
ership of the bipartisan foreign 
policy, -included three principal 
recommendations: 

1. The President and Secretary 
of State Marshall should invite 
Stalin and Molotov to meet with 
them in Berlin to draft an agree- 
ment covering all points at issue 
between the two. countries. . 

2. The United States should 
propose a complete bar on inter- 
national traffic in weapons of 
war. 

3. The Administration and the 
Democratic party should take 
the leadership in a campaign to 
nationalize the nation’s mu- 
nitions ihdustries. | 

Lashing repeatedly at the “Tru- 
man doctrine,” Wallace declared 
that if the United States pursues 
its policy of “fighting ideas with 
force” it will drive the people of 
Europe and Asia to completely 
socialist economies and into a 
military alliance with the Soviet 
Union. 

“If we remember that there 1s 
nothing criminal in the idea of 
Socialism,” he continued in force- 
ful tone, “we can do business—in 
peace—with a Socialist Europe. 
But if we set out to lick Socialist 
ideas with bribes and the force of 
arms, rather than through a. prac- 
tical demonstration of democrat- 
ic capitalism, we shall prove the

2 (UP)—A renewed plea for univer- 
sal training in this country as an 
antidote for totalitarian pressure 
‘ion smaller nations abroad was 


made today by President Truman 
as Princeton University concluded 
its 200th anniversary celebration. 

Truman, after receiving an hon- 
orary doctorate of law, spoke in 
a shady grove of ancient elms in 
front of Old Nassau Hall on the 
Princeton campus, The tranquil 
scene was in decided contrast to 
the main theme of his nationally 
broadcast speech which told of 
continuing threats to world peace. 

The President has called on 
Congress for universal training, 
but thus far has received no posi- 
tive results. Today, he appealed 
to the public, asking “support” for 
a program “vital to the national 
welfare.“ 

“Weakness Would Stir Fear.” 

“Weakness on our part would 
stir fear among small or weak- 
ened nations that we are giving up 
our world leadership,” he told an 
audience of distinguished guests 
and Princeton alumni. 

The President opened his speech 
with an interpolation.: He said: 

“The president of Princeton 
(Harold W. Dodds, who con- 
ferred the degrees) said something 
about crises a short while ago. He 
should sit in my chair for about 
an hour and a half.” 

The crowd joined him 
chuckle, 

He then went into his prepared 
address. 

Honored with degrees with the 
President were Chief Justice Fred 
M. Vinson, Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower and Viscount Alexander, the 
Governor General of Canada. A 
total of 36 honorary degrees was

After stressing the military ne- 

cessity of a training program for 

American youth, the President re- 

minded his audience “that these 

men would not be training in 
order to win a war, but in order 
to prevent one.” 

An audience of 6500 persons 
filled the shady quadrangle in 
front of the speakers’ platform. 
Princeton banners waved over the 
stately iron gates leading to 
Nassau Hall. These gates were 
opened today for the President 
and the academic procession to 
enter. They rarely are opened 
except for unusually important 
occasions. 

The President expressed “deep 
concern” that this nation’s 
strength might be questioned 
abroad, Without assurance that 
this nation is firm in its world 
leadership, he said the smaller 
nations “might not be able to re-

Mayor’s Transit Text: Public Welfare 
Transcends All Other Considerations 


Company ‘Enjoys Monop- 
oly’ and Employes Are 
Not ‘Ordinary Work- 
ers, He Says. 


AYOR ALOYS P. KAUF- 
MANN today issued the fol- 
lowing statement in regard to 
the stalemate in negotiations in 
the St. Louis public transporta- 
tion strike: 
“St. Louis has now been without 
public transportation facilities for 
more than 100 hours. Creeping 


paralysis is choking the life of the} 


community, and every day the 


picture worsens, 

“At the outset of the strike, I 
volunteered our good offices in an 
attempt to work out some plan by 
which both the St. Louis Public 
Service Company and the union 
would agree to resume service and 
meanwhile resolve their differ- 
ences. 

“IT have tried to be strictly im- 
partial and fair at the several con- 
ferences which have been in my 
office since early last Friday, 
when the strike began. I have 
been cognizant of the fact that 
the impasse was reached only 
after Weeks and months of arbi- 
tration and that both sides are 
weary. I have also recognized the 
fact that each side sincerely feels 
that its position is unimpeachable. 
And yet it is these very facts that 
have brought about the most un- 
fortunate stalemate which con- 
fronts us today. 

Issue Is Public Welfare. 


“One consideration transcends 
all others: The public welfare. 
This public utility conducts its 
business upon the city streets—a 
rare privilege—only because or- 
ganized society, recognizes the fact 
that mass transportation is obliga- 
tory in a modern big city. « It 
enjoys monopoly status because 
it is further acknowledged that 
one unified tran system 
should be able to furnish better 
and more economical service than 
a multiplicity of small lines. It is 
no ordinary business; it can claim 
special privileges but it must as- 
sume special responsibilities. In 
turn, its employes must under- 
stand that they, too, are not or- 
dinary workers. 

“Both the company and the 
union must fully realize the quasi- 
public status of their operations. 
I greatly regret to report that 
both parties to the dispute have 
somehow lost sight of their re- 
sponsibilities in their attempts to 
gain advantage in the present con- 
troversy.

17 WOMEN POISONED 
AFTER OPERATIONS

PARIS, June 17—Patients at the 
municipal dispensary in Macon 
were jittery today as police an- 
nounced they were closing in on 
a member of the hospital staff 
suspected of poisoning 17 bed- 
ridden women in the last two and 
one-half years. 

The unknown murderer, whose 
victims were undergoing opera- 
tions, was said to have perpetrat- 
ed his crimes by mixing certain 
toxins with the patients’ post- 
operative sedatives. 

So far as the police know, he 
is still at large in the hospital. 
No one is being allowed to enter 
or leave the building. The de- 
partmental public health officer 
told reporters he expected the 
murderer to be caught within a 
day or two. ; 

The murders have long mysti- 
fied the population of Macon, in 
east-central France, but the police 
apparently took no action until 
three successive poisonings were 
reported at brief, intervals this 
spring. In each case the symp- 
toms were the same: dilation of 
the eyeballs, a dry tongue, high 
fever and coma. '

PORK CHOPS 80C 
‘AND GOING HIGHER’ 


Choice cuts of beefsteak, selling 
for $1 a pound in some St. Louis 
butcher shops Saturday, today had 
risen in price at the same estab- 
lishments to as high as $1.10 a 
pound, a check of stores indicated. 

Lamb chops, which sold Satur- 
day for 95 cents a pound, today 
cost $1 in some markets. One 
butcher said they were “practical- 
ly off the market, they’re so high.” 

Also up about 10 cents a pound 
are veal chops. They sold Satur- 
day at 80 cents a pound and rose 
today to $1. Pork*chops were up 
5 cents from their Saturday high 
of 75 cents a pound and “going 
higher,” in the words of one St. 
Louis butcher. Rib roasts and 
chuck roasts remained at their. 
weekend levels of 75 and 60 cents 
a pound, respectively. 

Various explanations for the in- 
crease in prices were offered, in- 
cluding the heavy buying of beef 
by packers filling !arge contracts 
for European shipments. What- 
ever the cause, prices in many 
cases were nearly double the OPA 
ceilings.

PARIS, June 17 (UP) —Britain's 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
arrived by plane today to begin 
talks with French leaders on 
drawing up a unified program of 
European reconstruction as 4 
basis for further American aid. 
Thirteen government economic ex- 
perts accompanied Bevin. 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall's recent speech propos- 
ing United States aid for Euro- 
pean reconstruction if the Euro- 
pean nations will determine their 
needs was the inspiration for 
Bevin's visit. 

Several hours before the top 
diplomats o: Britain and France 
began the first of a series of in- 
ternational conferences on Mar- 
shall’s suggestion, President Vin- 
cent Auriol said France welcomed 
the .initiative—‘“audacious and 
wise“ —of Marshall. 

Speaking at a luncheon of the 
Foreign Press Association, Auriol 
said: 

“Light has just illuminated the 
pathway to peace, and France, 
who throughout the years has 
never ceased searching for the 
fraternal] co-operation of the peo- 
ples in the economic and political 
field, is firmly resolved not to 
let this flame be extinguished.”

State Attorney General’s 
Aid Issues Opinion on 
Request by City Coun- 


selor’s Office.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 17 — 
Comptroller Louig Nolte of St. 
Louis has the authority and duty, 
undér the law, of making audits 
of the office of Sheriff John F. 
Dougherty, the Attorney General's 
department ruled today, in an 
opinion issued to James V. Frank, 
first associate city counselor of 
St. Louis. 

Frank, in requesting a ruling, 
said the comptroller’s office was 
in a quandary whether the state 
auditor, under an act passed by 
the 1945-1946 Legislature, was re- 
quired to audit the sheriff's ac- 
counts and to establish a system 
of accounting and reporting for 
that office. 

A@istant Attorney General 
Tyre W. Burton, who wrote the 
opinion, held that it was the duty 
of the State Auditor to audit 
county offices and establish ac- 
counting systems for them, ex- 
cept in counties which elect a 
county auditor. St. Louis, under 
the Constitution, is recognized 
both as a city and a county. 

Burton ruled that St. Louis, un- 
der its charter and ordinances, 
fell within the class of counties 
which elect an auditor, and that 
the duties involved would be per- 
formed by the com/troller.

Bell Because of 


Names Taken Off 
Slight to Canada 


OTTAWA, Que., June 17 (UP)— 
The names of the late Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and Winston 


Churchill are being “erased” 
from a bell to be hung as part of 
a carillon at the international 
bridge at Niagara Falls. 

Members of the Canadian Cab- 
inet objected because the name of 
Canadian Premier Mackenzie 
King was not on the bell, which 
bears an inscription reading: To 
God's glory and in grateful 
memory of our nation’s leaders.” 

The International Bridge Com- 
mission thereupon ordered the 
names buffed off. 

Transport Minister Lionel Chev- 
rier explained the situation in 


Commons yesterday after the 
press and members of Commons 


protested that removal of Roose- 
velt's and Churchill’s names was 
an “insult” to the two wartime 
leaders. . * 

“Remember that the bell is be- 
ing installed on the international 
boundary between Canada and the 
United States, not between Brit- 
ain and the United States,” Chev- 
rier said. “The purpose of the 
inscription at once becomes obvi- 
Sus, It is clearly intended as an 
affront to the Prime Minister of 
Canada, Surely it is equally an 
affront to Canada to suggest that 
our country has to seek its lead- 
ers outside of our boundaries.” 

It was explained that King’s 
name could not be added to the 
bell because that would have 
changed its tone. The carillon will

Men trained for this 
kind of administrative and politi- 


“ical leadership are rare indeed. 


In the task of finding and train- 
ing men and women who will add 
strength to the public service, uni- 
versities have a particular respon- 
sibility. They should develop in 
their- students the capacity for 
seeing and meeting social problems 
as a whole and for relating spe- 
cial knowledge to broad issues. 
They should study the needs of 
government, and encourage men 
and women with exceptional in- 
terests and aptitudes along the 
necessary lines to enter the Gov- 
ernment service. . 
The Woodrow Wilson School of 
Public and International Affairs 
of this university was established 
with this purpose in mind, It 
seeks to prepare students for pub- 
lic careers.

Salary limitations prevent the 
Government, in many instances, 
from securing the kind of execu- 
tives required to manage its 
vital activities.

This is a problem that can be 
solved only by the joint efforts of 
the Government and the ‘universi- 
ties. Training, programs can be 
formulated, both on the job and 
on the campus. The Government 
must make provision for its em- 
ployes to. participate. The uni- 
versities will need to provide 
courses well adapted to increas- 
ing the effectiveness of the em- 
ploye in his job. Such a plan is 
certain to pay substantial divi- 
dends. 

Universa! Training. 

I have been speaking about the 

important contribution which edu- 
cational institutions can make in 
the service of the nation through 
preparing men and women to ad- 
minister our far-flung public en- 
terprises. ' 
Another contribution which I 
regard as important at this time 
is support for a program of uni- 
versal training. I considér such 
a program vital to the national 
welfare. Since universal training 
necessarily affects young men of 
college age, I believe that our 
educational institutions should be 
particularly aware of the need 
for such a program and what it 
can accomplish. 
The recent war left in its wake 
a tremendous task of repair and 
reconstruction, of building a new 
and orderly world out of the eco- 
nomic and social ‘chaos of the old. 
It is a task too great for us, or 
for any other nation, to under- 
take alone. Even though we are 
contributing generously and whole- 
heartedly, no single nation has 
the means to set the world 
aright. It is a job for all nations 
to do together, Unfortunately, 
however, generosity of impulse 
and abundant good will are not 
enough to insure the political sta- 
bility essential to social and eco- 
nomic reconstruction, Peace-lov- 
ing nations can make only slow 
progress toward the attainment of 
a stable world—in which all peo- 
ples are free to work out their 
own destinies in their own way— 
unless their moral leadership is 
supported by strength. 

Weakness on our part would 
stir fear among small or weak- 
ened nations that we were giv- 
ing up our world leadership. 
It would seem to them that we 
lacked the will to fulfill our 
pledge to aid free and inde- 
pendent nations to maintain 
their freedoms, or our commit- 
ments to aid in restoring war- 
torn eeonomies. In such an at- 
mosphere of uncertainty, these 
nations might not be able to 
resist the encroachments of to- 
talitarian pressures. 

We must not let friendly na- 
tions go by default. 

A few days ago I sent to the 
Congress a report outlining a pro- 
gram designed to provide this 


required to support our foreign 
policy until such time as the 
growing authority of the United 
Nations will make such strength 
unnecessary. That report was 
prepared by an advisory commis- 
sion of distinguished citizens, one 
of whom was President Dodds. 
The commission reported its be- 
lief that the United States should 
have small professional armed 
forces. These should be sup- 
ported by a reserve of trained citi- 
zens, derived from a carefully- 
planned program of universal 


training for young men. Without 
such training, in the opinion of

the commission, we cannot main- 
tain effective reserves. Hence 
the commission regards universal 
training as an essential element 
in « balanced program for se- 
curity. 

Universal training represents 
the most democratic; the most 
economical, and the most effeo- 
tive method of maintaining the 
military strength we need. It is 
the only way that such strength 
can be achieved without impos- 
ing a ruinous ‘burden on our 
economy through the - mainte- 
nance of a large standing armed 
force, 

The justification for universal 
training is its military necessity. 
However, it is a matter of deep 
concern to me that the training 
program shall be carried out in a 
manner that will contribute ma- 
terially to the health and charac- 
ter of our young men. I am cer- 
tain that the kind of training rec- 
ommended in the report of the 
advisory commission will not only 
make our youth better equipped 
to serve their country, but better 
mentally, morally and physically. 
The experience of living together 
and fulfilling a common responsi- 
bility should strengthen the spirit 
of democracy. It will be an ex- 
perience in democratic living, out 
of which should come in increased 
measure the unity so beneficial 


to the welfare of the nation. 


Training to Prevent War. 

We must remember, above all, 
that these men would not be train- 
ing in order to win a war, but in 
order to prevent one, 

I am confident that our educa- 
tional institutions understand 
the need for universal training 
and recognize it as a vital respon- 
sibility of citizenship in our day. 

The obligations of our educa- 
tional institutions which I have 
been discussing are great, but in 
the world today there is a still 
greater obligation. It is the ob- 
‘ligation of service to all nations 
in the cause of lasting peace. 

There can be no greater serv- 
ice to mankind, and no nobler 
mission, than devotion to world 


peace, 

The course has been charted. 

The constitution of the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific 
and ‘Cultural Organization states 
the basic truths by which we must 
be guided. That constitution reads: 
“Since wars begin in the minds of 
men, it is in the minds of men 
that the defenses of peace must 
be constructed.” 

The construction of the defenses 
of peace in the minds of men is 
the supreme task which our edu- 
cational institutions must set for 
themselves. 0 

This conviction is a symbol of 
what our educational institutions 
can do in the cause of peace. It 
marks the end of a great series of 
conferences, attended by scholars 
from all over the world, who as- 
sembled here for free discussion 
of the most challenging problems 
facing men today. 

The special significance of these 
meetings is that they restored 
bonds in many fields of learning 
between our own and other lands 
bonds which pad been impaired 
by the war. e resumption of 
meetings of scholars, business 


men, religious leaders and Gov- 


ernment officials is evidence of 
our conviction that the peace must 


“be founded, if it is not to fail, 


upon the intellectual solidarity of 
mankind.” 

Free and inquiring minds, with 
unlimited access to the sources of 


knowledge, can be the architects 


of a peaceful and prosperous 


world. 


As we gain increasing under- 


standing of man, comparable to 
our increasing understanding of 
matter, we shall develop, with 
God’s grace, the ability of nations 
to work together and live together 


in lasting peace.

RAIL EMBARGO: ON 
FREIGHT DESTINED 
FOR US. VESSELS 


Action Caused by CIO 
Seamen’s Stoppage, 
Which Has Tied Up 
Hundreds of Ships. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
The Association of American 
Railroads today placed an em- 
bargo on loading of freight des- 
tined for shipment to foreign 
ports in American ships. 

The restriction, effective imme- 
diately, applies also to freight des- 
tined for coastwise shipments on 
American vessels. _ 

The action is designed to guard 
against undue detention of freight 
cars at all Atlantic, Gulf and Pa- 
cific Ports, where hundreds of 
ships have been tied up because 
of the CIO seamen's work stop- 
page. This would prevent also 
clogging of port facilities. 

A permit provision is included 
in the embargo to allow ship- 
ments to go forward where ships 


are continuing to operate. A 
separate restriction was imposed 
on all less-than-carload lots for 
export on American flag. ships. 

Also to avoid ports congestion, 
the Government moved to curtail 
overseas shipment of coal from 
the East Coast. An official of the 
Office of Defense Transportation 
reported some permits for coal 
exports from northern ports al- 
ready have been suspended. The 
ports were not named. 

Normally 15 or 16 coal-laden 
ships leave this country daily.

BUDAPEST, June 17 (AP)— 
Dezso Sulyok, outspoken leader 
of the anti-Communist Freedom 
party, said today that, unless 
guaranteed freedom of assembly, 
he would schedule no more poli- 
tical addresses risking open 
brawls with the Reds, 

Sulyok said hig party did “not 
want to start a civil war.“ A 
Freedom party rally was inter- 
rupted in Szeged last night by 
Communists, Police then stopped 
the meeting. 

Sulyok, who denounced the mi- 
nority Communists in a Parlia- 
ment speech last week for seizing 
the government, said the Szeged 
incident “confirmed what I openly 
declared in Parliament” — that 
Hungary was a police state where 
no freedom of speech or assembly 
survived. 

He said he had written to the 
Allied Control Commission asking 
it to request Hungarian authori- 
ties to guarantee the same free- 
dom of expression to the Freedom 
party that was enjoyed by the 
Communists. 

Sulyok said he would not de- 
liver his scheduled speech soon at 
Miskolec unless Interior Minister 
Laszlo Rajk, a leading Commu- 
nist, gave a written promise that 
Freedom party memberg¢ would 
not be molested. 5 

Fighting at Szeged. 

His party supporters at Szeged, 
100 miles southeast of Budapest, 
were attacked by Communists 
armed with weighted rubber hose, 
brass knuckles, and long hatchet- 
like weapons with which ancient 
Hungarians liked to duel. Police 
intervened after the audience of 
about 700 men and women drove 
out the 150 Communists, 

Matyas Rakosi, the Russian 
citizen who is Deputy Premier 
and virtual dictator of Hungary, 
denied in a statement to the Com- 
munist press that he had said 
that the “brave and iron-fisted 
Communist party, conscious of its 
aims,” had gained contro) after 
the resignation of Premier Ferenc 
Nagy. The quotation had been 
attributed to Rakosi, a brigadier 
general in the Russian Army, in 
the recent United States note on 
Hungary, 

“No such note nor any other 
saving attempts of the enemies of 
democracy” will prevent the Hun- 
garian people from “dealing with 
the conspirators according to 
their merits,” Rakosi’s quoted ut- 
terance continued. 

New Arrests Reported. 

Reliable informants said Zsuzsa 
Toth-Balla and Geza Zelinko, pri- 
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vate secretary and close associate 

respectively of the Rev. Istvan 

Balogh, had disappeared and were 

believed to be in custody of the 

political police. The informant 

said depositions probably would 

be forthcoming implicating Ba- 

logh in what the Communist 

termed a conspiracy against the 
republic. 

Balogh, a Catholic priest and 
secretary general of the Small- 
holders party, was under secre- 
tary of state to Nagy until he re- 
signed. Balogh now is in «a 
Budapest hospital, 

The ‘political committee of the 
Smallholders party met during 
the day and was reported to have 
decided to expel five members on 
charges of being “anti-coalition,” 
which means they were unable to 
get along with the Communists, 
The members were Laszlo Acsay, 
Istvan Dubay, Tamas * 
Ferenc Vandor and Ferenc Vocsa. 

In the last free election, the 
Smallholders polled 57 per cent of 
the vote and the Communists 17 
per cent. 

Sulyok reported that a repre 
sentative of the Ministry of In- 
terior had invalidated a trades’ 
men's guild election yesterday at 
Szeged after it was learned that 
the Freedom party had polled 78 
per cent of the vote. He said a 
previous election also was nulli- 
fied officially after the Freedom 
party won 57 per cent. 


Red Version of Brawl. 


Communist newspapers printed 
their version of the brawl yester 
day at Szeged, which they termed 
a “scandalous fight organized by 
Sulyok’s 8.8. guardists.” The Com- 
munist articles asserted amo 
other things that during the fig 
American and British reporters 
stood in a window “waving little 
Hungarian flags.” 

Numerous casualties resulted. 
from the brawl, which started in 
the Tisza Hotel's second floor ball- 
room, and in fighting in the 
square outside between some 500 
policemen and about 15,000 
sons waiting to hear the political 
speeches through loud speakers. 

The ballroom interlopers heckled 
speakers with cheers for Soviet 
Prime Minister Stalin and Hun 
garian Communist and Social 
Democratic leaders, and then 
charged the audience. | 

The Freedom party members 
beat them back with fists and 
chairs. One Communist was 
pushed from a second story win- 
dow. Thirty police then stopped 
the meeting. Outside, police 
smashed rifle butts into the faces 
of resisters and arrested some.

While the second flood in two 
weeks was forming upstream, the 
Mississippi at St. Louis dropped 
another seven-tenths of a foot 
to the 35.5-foot stake today, 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
predicted the new crest would

reached by the first flood last Sat- 
urday. Flood stage at the levee is 
30 feet. 

The Lewis and Clarke bridges 
over the Mississippi, closed since 
Friday by the high water of the 
first flood, were opened at 3 p.m. 
today. 

The Counties Affected. 
The evacuation orders, directed 


to officials of Marion county in 


Missouri, and Adams, Pike and 
Calhoun counties in Illinois, were 
isssed as the engineers sought to 
bolster the already water-soaked 
levees in the threatened areas with 
sandbags. 

At Keokuk, which has a 12-foot 
flood stage, the river had risen 
2.1 feet to the 18.7 foot mark this 
morning. The advance waters of 
the Des Moines river, which yes- 
terday crested at Keosauqua, Ia., 
40 miles from its mouth, were 
pouring into the Mississippi at 
Keokuk. 

Farther north, the Iowa river, 
another dangerous tributary, 
rolled toward Wapello, 55 miles 
north of Keokuk, after having 
overflowed at 18.54 feet, or 2.54 
fect above flood stage at Iowa 
City.

PREDICTS TRUMAN 
DP IN POPULARITY 
OVER VOTE FRAUD 


Washington Post Says 
Drop Should Be to 50 
Pct. or Below in Public 
Approval. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, June 17—A 
forecast that the charted line of 
President Truman’s popularity, as 
measured by public opinion polls, 
is due for another dip as a result 
of the Kansas City vote frauds 
appeared in Sunday’s Washington 

Post, 

The newspaper’s managing edi- 
tor, J. Russell Wiggins, said that 
the election scandal should drop 
the Truman rating to or below ap- 
proval by 50 per cent of the peo- 
ple. 

Any other outcome, Wiggins. 
wrote, would be on a par with 
that curious barn rogf described 
by Josh Billings. The strangely | 
indestructible roof was hit by a 
storm so fierce it blew down the 
four walls. of the barn and left 
only the roof suspended in thin 
air. 

“The Kansas City vote frauds 
are a real misfortune for the 
President and a serious threat to 
his standing,” Wiggins continued. 
“The country had veen charitably 
inclined to forget about the Pen- 
dergast machine and the Jackson 
county gang out of which Mr. 
Truman rose to political eminence, 
just as it forgot the political ma- 
chines of other Presidents. 


“There is this difference. Other 
Presidents took care to make 
clear that their machine politics 
were things of the past. President 
Wilson dealt with the Smith ma- 
chine of New Jersey in a way 
that left no doubts on this score. 
Mr. Truman risked his reputation 
for political purity by evidences of 
his devotion to the late Boss Pen- 
dergast, but the doubts this raised 
were matched by a sort of ad- 
miration for loyalty grown incon- 
venient. The new frauds in Jack- 
son county are not of the past;

GITY MANAGER 


Thomas F. Maxwell of 
Kansas City Appointed 
to $8000 Post Under 
New Charter. 


Thomas F. Maxwell, assistant 
city manager of Kansas City, Mo., 
has been appointed city manager 
of University City under the city’s 
new charter adopted last Febru- 
ary, it was announced today. 

He was the unanimous choice 
of the seven members of the Uni- 
versity City council, and will take 
office July 1. His salary will be 
$8000 annually. About 60 persons 
applied for the position. 

Maxwell, who is 38 years old, 
Wag graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Missouri in business and 
public administration in 1930. Aft- 
er serving as a lite insurance 
salesman and as ‘office manager 
for a Kansas City stove company, 
he became business manager of 
the Kansas City Health Depart- 
ment in 1940. 

In 1941, he was appointed ad- 
ministrative assistant to the Kan- 
sas City city manager, L. P. 
Cookingham, serving until 1943 
when he entered the United States 
Army. He served as an adminis- 
trative officer in the office of the 
Chief of Transportation, Washing- 
ton, until his release from the 
Army in 1945, when he became as- 
sistant city manager of Kansas 
City. He is married and has one 
son, Thomas F. Maxwell Jr., 3 
years old. 

In his Kansas City job, he said, 
he served as personnel supervisor 
and budget officer, approving 
work programs and budget esti- 
mates for all departments of the 
city government. 

Walter L. Metcalfe, president of 
the University City Council, said 
the original applicants had been 
screened with the help of several 
organizations, including the Gov- 
ernment Research Institute, Five 
or six persons actually were in- 
terviewed by the city council, he 
reported. 

The city charter specifies that 
the city manager must be experi- 
enced in the field, and must have 
had experience in municipal ac- 
counting.

Net increase in receipts from 
all sources for the two months 
up to June 9, over the same pe- 
riod of 1946, was $299,581. For the 
same comparative period, the net 
increase in city expenditures was

parison was one-sixth, or 16.67 
per cent, of each fiscal year. Nolte 
called attention to the fact that 
the expenditures of all depart- 
ments, for the two-month period 
this year, were 16.8 per cent of 
the appropriation for 1947-48. 
Comparison of Receipts. 
Gasoline tax receipts for the 
period were $151,990, an increase 
of $19,356 over the 1946 receipts; 
sports admissions tax yielded $16,-

407, an increase of $21,391; and 
MacArthur Bridge tolls were $158,-

It was learned that Tsaldaris 
objected strongly to a clause per- 
mitting the foreign press to ob- 
serve freely how the loan was 
spent. He urged Ambassador Mac- 
Veagh, or some other American 
authority, to act against newspa- 
per men who wrote “inaccurate or 
misleading” dispatches. 

Tsaldaris said that unrestricted 
press freedom would “have my 
ministries full of American report- 
ers going through the files.” Mac- 
Veagh rejected any restrictions 
but added that Greece could com- 
plain through diplomatic channels. 
Greek sources said American ex- 
perts selected by the American 
economic mission would be given 
a high civil rank in the Greek 
Government and receive payment 
from the Greek Government ac- 
cording to their rank. By Amer- 
ican standards, however, salaries 
would not be considered high. 

It was not disclosed whether the

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Truman hailed the universal 
military training program of his 
adviso commission as “the 


most democratic, the most eco- 


nomical and the most effective 
method of maintaining the mili- 
tary strength we need.” 

The program, which is now be- 
fore congressional committees, 
calls for six months of continuous 
training for all youths and an- 
other six months in any of sev- 
eral optional services. 

Such a program, the President 
said, is needed to support United 
States foreign policy “until such 
time as the growing authority of 
the United Nations will make 
such strength unnecessary.” 

His speech shook down to a 
focal point—he wants universal 
training. 

Discussing the contribution of 
colleges and universities to the 
service of the nation, the Presi- 
dent deplored the fact that fed- 
eral salary limitations were turn- 
ing able graduates away from 
government. 

“This situation can be remedied 
only. by laws to bring salaries 
more nearly into line with the 
heavy responsibilities that execu- 
tives carry at the higher levels 
in the public service,” he said. 

Approximately 1000 persons 
joined in the procession which 
marched slowly under the ancient 
trees of the Princeton campus to 
Nassau Hall to the accompani- 
ment of music by the United 
States Marine Band. 

In the procession marched for- 
mer President Hoover, represent- 
ing Stanford University, who re- 
ceived an honorary degree from 
Princeton in 1917.

Corporation profits after taxes 
hit a record high last year, jump- 
ing two billion dollars above the 
previous peak set in mid-war 1943, 
the Commerce Department re- 
ported today. 

The department estimated after- 
tax profits at $12,500,000,000. 

It said corporate profits before 

totale $21,100,000,000, a 
cetime record higher by one 
illion dollars than 1945 but about 
$3,500,000,000 below the record es- 
tablished in 1943. 

After-tax profits gained more 
sharply than the before-tax fig- 
ures because of elimination of the 
excess-profits tax and reduction of 
the corporation income tax from 
40 to 88 per cent at the end of 
1945, the department said. 

Reasons the agency gave for the 
rise in profits on both bases dur- 
ing 1946 as compared with 1945 
included: 5 

1. Rapid expansion in production 
of civilian goods following reduc- 
tions of military orders that had 
pushed profits down throughout 
the second half of 1945. 

2. The “substantial price rise” 
that occurred in 1946, which lifted 
the dollar volume of corporate 
sales a billion dollars over the 
previous year. 

The department observed that 
profits varied widely among cor- 
porations engaged in different 
types of business, according to 
how they were affected by con- 
ditions of reconverslon, rising 
prices and rising costs.” 

Comparing the relationship of 
profits to corporate sales, the de- 
partment said: 

1. Before-tax profits were ap- 
preciably lower than in most of 
the war years,” but higher than 
in 1929. 

2. After-tax profits, however, 
were higher in relation to sales 
than in “most of the war years,” 
but below the 1929 relationship.

He said they should 
determine the exact needs of par- 
ticipating countries and the abil- 
ity of European countries to help 
each other. 

He suggested that the United 
States supply only those recon- 
struction tools and materials 
which the European countries 
could not supply to each other. 

“Europe cannot reconstruct its 
war-shattered economies without 
considerable economic effort by 
each nation in Europe,” he said. 
“No amount of external aid 
poured into Europe can do the 
job alone, If the four committees 
find there is a deficit between 
European needs and ability to pro- 
duce, the United States should 
step in—but only after all intra- 
European efforts have been ex-

of depressions.” 

Attacks “Dollar Diplomacy.” 
People everywhere, he said, are 
crying out for peace. This coun- 
try, under Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
was loved the world over for its 
democracy, he said, but under the 
Truman administration its course 


is leading to depression and war. 
This departure from the ideals of 
Roosevelt, he declared, must be 
reversed so that people will no 
longer fear the United States “for 
its dollar diplomacy packed up by 
armed might.” 

All over the nation the charge 
is heard that Russia stands in 
the way of enduring peace, he 
continued. “But I doubt that it 
is entirely Russia of reality which 
is the great obstacle to peace. It 
is, in large measure, the Russia 
which is painted for us, day in 
and day out, by men of blind 
prejudice or genuine malice.” 

He said he has been asked

Not more than a handfyl of 
Americans want this country to 
attatk and obliterate Russia, he 
But the Soviet Union be- 
Heves it has reasons for fearing 
an attack when it studies the 
American press outbursts against 


high officials, he said. 

“If it were true—which it isn’t 
—that our official indignation 
with Russia is over her suppres- 
sion of civil liberties in her zone 
of influence,” he said, “then our 
greatest hope of changing that 
situation would be to find the 
ways to minimize her insecurity 
and remove her fears of encircle- 
ment and attack. 

“We must remember that many 
of the things we dislike about 
the Communist leadership of Rus- 
sia today flow directly from the 
way in which Britain and the 
United States armed the reaction- 
aries of Poland and other peoples 
for the purpose of destroying the 
Russian revolution,” 

Cites Fear of Democracy. 

Most of those who raise cries 
of “Communism” today do not 
fear Communism, said Wallace. 
They fear real democracy, he as- 
serted. Communism, as an idea, is 
a threat to capitalism, he declared. 
But it will be a real threat only 
so long “as we delay in ridding 
our capitalist economy of depres- 
sions.” 1 

Twenty-flve-million- dollar “loy- 
alty investigations“ will never 
stop Communism; full stomachs 
o and security can, he said, This 
was the sum asked of Congress by 
Truman for weeding Communists 
out of the Government. 

The Unite?’ States is paving the 
way to war, he went on. The na- 
tion must overcome the “red pho- 
bia” which . “the reactionaries 
would carefully nurture in all of 
us.” Positive action must be taken 
to make peace with Russia, as a 
prelude to world peace, and such 
an agreement must take prece- 
dence over the peace treaties with 
Germany and Austria “so ardently 
sought by Herbert Hoover and 
Arthur Vandenberg,” he said. 

“Many editorial writers and com- 
mentators insist on quoting the 
statements*of Stalin 25 years ago 
that peace is not possible in a 
world part socialist and part 
capitalist,” Wallace said. 

“IT can see no legitimate reason 
for believing Stalin’s statements of 
a quarter of a century ago and 
doubting his statements of the 
past six months, Stalin can change 
his mind 25 times in 25 years. 
Most of us have. Twenty-five 
years ago I was a Republican.” 
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“A Manhattan, please.” 
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“A Four Roses Manhattan, please.” 


Ten times out of ten, the man on the left will get a 
better drink, because he always specifies Four Roses. 


U.S. Employes Present, 

This évoked hearty laughter 
from those in the audience, many 
of whom were Government work- 
ers who attended the rally, spon- 
sored by the Southern Conference 
for Human Welfare, despite warn- 
ing of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities that it 
would have “observers” present. 
The time has come, said Wal- 
lace, to substitute a “get practical” 
policy for the Dulles-Vandenberg 
“get tough” policy. He said there 
is nothing in the Russian socialist 
economy which prevents this na- 
tion from developing good trade 
relations with the Soviet Union, 
and added: “The time will come 
when we shall be glad we have 
established long-term friendly re- 
lations with a powerful nation rich 
in natural resources.” 

If no agreement is reached, he 
warned, a large-scale depression 
will come. When it does, we will 
be cbnfronted with the alternative

“I would prefer to see a genuine 

two-party system. I would rather 
congratulate the Administration 
on a reversal of present trends 
and on assuming some dynamic, 
positive, liberal leadership. The 
trend of the past year has been 
the other way. 

“In the nine months which 
have passed since President 
Truman reversed his approval of 
my foreign policy speech at 
Madison Square Garden, we 
have taken many dangerous 
steps down the road toward war 
and depression. 

“The case against us which 
is preached by leftists through- 
out the world may be exagger- 
ated, but it has a substantial 
basis in fact. When murderers 
are acquitted in South Carolina, 
the world does not rush to em- 
brace American democracy.” 

Peace requires thinking on a 
grand scale, he said. It demands 
leadership, The nation’s present 
leaders must be imbued with that 
spirit “or we must replace them,” 
he said. 

Clearly foreshadowing an ir- 
revocable political break with the | 
present leadership of the Demo- | 
cratic party, Wallace unleashed | 
his most caustic criticism to date | 
of President Truman.

DANGER 


What will it mean to American business men, 
the American farmer and the American worker and 
miner if foreign countries stop buying as much goods 
as they are now buying from the United States? 


It is significant that on the average, every 
tenth factory worker depends on exports for his 
job: practically every other person engaged in 
the production of cotton or tobacco depends on 
exports for his material existence; and every 
third or fourth wheat farmer is vitally dependent 
on wheat exports. A sharp drop in exports will 
directly affect the jobs and income of all Amer- 
ican workers, farmers and business men. 


The Wall Street Journal recently front-paged the grow- 
ing “dollar shortage” abroad which threatens to turn 
into a dollar famine by the end of the year. The article 
states: BE 
“It’s a (dollar) famine that will hit the American 
business man hard. U.S. exports currently equal 
nearly 10% of national income...the top 10% 
that could mean the difference between prosper- 
ity and trouble. Ready world markets had been 
counted on to take up the slack as industry’s pro- 
duction catches up with domestic demand. 


“In plain language, the so-called ‘dollar shortage’ 
means that foreign nations are not producing and 
selling to the U.S. enough goods to pay for U.S. 
goods shipped abroad. In short, exports are siphon- 
ing American dollars out of world markets faster 
than we pump them back by buying abroad. This 
is the substance of a series of foreign economic 
sufveys being prepared for the White House by 
the State, Treasury and Commerce Departments. 
“This year the experts figure that the United 
States will export $15 billion of American mer- 
chandise. It will buy only about $7 billion of 
foreign goods. That means that U.S. customers 
overseas will run a net deficit of about $8 billion 
this year on their trade balances. 
“As one State Department official put it: If that 
keeps up very long our customers will have no 
money left to buy with.’ 
“Currently foreign trade is again accounting for 
more than 10% of total production. If it drops off 
as much as 2 or 3 percentage points, the experts 
say, it will cut a big swath through the postwar 
prosperity ... especially if the U.S, is already hav- 
ing a mild ‘recession’ at home. | 
“To export profitably the U.S. must either keep 
imports at a high level too, or else find some other 
way to get dollars abroad. Otherwise, the foreign 
customers simply run out of the means to buy, no 
matter how badly they want American goods. 
“The (dollar) shortage will become acute first in 
the European countries, probably in the fall. The 
sterling area and Latin America will be in real dif- 
ficulty next winter and spring, according to the 
calculations, unless something is done.” . 


What are we doing now to prevent this 
sharp drop and the resulting unemployment in the 
making? It is a certainty that this Nation, the world’s 
most powerful, cannot afford to sit back doing nothing 
while the elements that make for economic sickness 
are permitted to go unchecked. 


We believe the Congress of the United 
States should immediately take two broad steps to meet 
the impending situation: 

1. Develop an American program of economic in- 
vestment and assistance for other nations con- 
sisting of credits, grants, and the purchase of 
strategic and critical materials in large enough 
amounts to help these other nations to help 
themselves in a practical way in their recon- 
struction so that they can effectively contribute 
to the prosperity and peace of the world 

. Develop an American economic and. invest- 
ment program for the United States calculated 
to increase our own national strength and 
wealth through building and developing our 
schools, our houses, our hydro-electric power, 
and our other resources. For on America’s 


strength and prosperity depend the peace and 
prosperity of the whole world.

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9 BILLION LOSS 
IN ACCOUNTS OF 
RFC INDICATED 


These Include Deficits in 
War, Plants and Those 
Incurred as 
mental Agency. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
Representative Jensen (Rep.), 
Iowa, said today a general Ac- 
counting Office report may show 
net losses of nine billion dollars 
by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, 

Jensen told reporters that T. 
Coleman Andrews, director of the 
Accounting. Office corporation 
audits division, has said the losses 
were largely on the financing of 
war plants, strategic war sup- 
plies, rubber development and 
metals reserves, on which Con- 
gress expected to lose money. 

A House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee in charge of government 
corporation financing, headed by 
Jensen, now is awaiting the ac- 
counting office report. Congress 
is considering legislation to ex- 
tend the authority of the RFC 
after June 30, when it is sched- 
uled to expire. 

Jensen told reporters that An- 


drews has disclosed that a state- 


ment as of June 30, 1945, “is go- 
ing to show that they (RFC) are 
in the red for about $2, 400,000,000 
on their war activities.” 

By June 30, 1946, Andrews told 
the subcommittee, the net loss on 
activities in which RFC acted as 
agent for other departments in- 
creased to around five billion “and 
we understand that it probably 
amounts to nine billion dollars at 
the present time.” 

The Senate Banking Committee 
agreed today to seek .$50,000 for 
what Senator Buck (Rep.), Dela- 
ware, called a “complete investiga- 
tion” of,the RFC. The committee 
also decided to approve legisla- 
tion extending the RFC for one 
year beyond June 30. 

“We took no vote on either of 
these matters,” Buck said, “but 
there was no disagreement among 
those present.”

BILL FOR CURB ON 
IMPORTS OF WOOL 


Democrat Says, However, 

That Truman Will Veto 
Measure if It Goes 
Through Senate. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
Representative Cooley (Dem.), 
North Carolinay predicted today 
that President Truman would veto 
legislation which provides for 
brakes on wool imports whenever 
they interfere with price supports 
for domestic wool. 

‘He made the prediction to re- 
porters in comment on House ap- 
proval of the measure yesterday. 
The Senate must accept ſt before 
it will go to the White House. 

Cooley contended in House de- 
bate that if the bill gets on the 
statute books it will be regarded 
throughout the world as a set- 
back for the current internation- 
al trade conference at Geneva. 
The conference is seeking to de- 
velop ways to increase world 
trade by discouraging trade bar- 
riers. 

Representative Hope (Rep.), 
Kansas, disagreed. He said the 
‘Measure is “entirely in harmony” 
with the Administration’s trade 
policies. 

The bill provides that the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation shall 
continue until Dec. 31, 1948, to sup- 
port American-grown wool at 42 
cents a pound. This means that 
the CCC would stand ready to 
buy at 42 cents if the market 
price falls below that figure. 

The bill directs further that if 
the President finds imports of 
foreign wool] tend to “interfere” 
With this price support program 
he must (1) limit the amount of 
foreign wool that can be imported, 
er (2) impose import fees on for- 
eign wool in order to raise the 
selling price of foreign wool in 
this country to the level of the 
support price. 

This latter clause is the one that 
has stirred controversy.

and 25 restaurants, not to mention 
a brewery, a sausage factory, and 
the biggest bakery in Finland. 

Owning the farm gives the co- 
eperative a chance for some 
amooth economic dovetalling. Most 
of the feed for the pigs, for exam- 
ple, comes from the slops of the 
25 co-operative restaurants. The 
pigs, in turn, are sold in the res 
taurants and also used to make 
sausage. The cows help the dove- 
tailing by providing the manure 
used in the greenhouses. Then 
there's the near-beer brewery — 
residue grain from it helps feed 
the cows. 

Living Standard Rising. 

In spite of everything, the Finn- 
ish standard of living is getting 
better. In 1944, said one expert, 
it was only 60 per cent of 1939. 
Now it’s between 70 and 75 per 
cent. 

I met Volommas through Hugo 
IL. Makinen, who was a wartime 
press relations officer with the 
Finnish army and knows a lot of 
American correspondents I know. 

Makinen, born in Rockland, Me., 
lived there till the age of 5 and 
later went to school for eight 
years in Worcester, Mass., but has 
spent most of his life in his 
parents’ native Finland. 

He said, “Americans often ask 
me if I don’t want to go back to 
America. They're surprised when 
I tell them ‘no.’ I have a simple 
reason for wanting to stay here. 
I am happy here. I would have to 
start from scratch if I went back 
to America.” 

Makinen is fairly high up in 
OTK, another co-operative move- 
ment that specializes in produc- 

. OTK has the largest flour 
mill in Finland (its big grain ele- 
vator can hold a two-week grain 
ration for every person in Fin- 
land), the biggest clothing factory, 
and large plants for roasting cof- 
fee, making macaroni and cos- 
met ies. 

Both Elanto and OTK have fine 
modern buildings. Like the other 
co-operatives in Finland, they get 
along well together. Elanto, for 
instance, retails the things OTK 
makes in its factories. . 

Co-ops Big Business. 

Until I talked with men like 
Makinen and Voilommaa, I had 
not realized what a big business 
the co-operatives are in Finland. 
Actually, the Finnish co-operative 
movement is proportionately the 
largest of any country in the 
world. They told me (and I later 
confirmed it through impartial 
sources) that between 30 and 40 

cent of the retail trade in 
Finland is handled by co-ops. 
I asked Voiommaa whether the 
competed with private 
stores. He said: 

“We competed quite effectively 
before the war with our policy: 
‘As cheap as possible. As good 
as possible.” We were consistent- 
ly underselling them. During the 
war we had fixed prices and the 
government still fixes maximum 
prices. We could sell under the 
maximum in a few items but we 
jose even at the maximum in some 
ethers, so it is better to stay at 
the maximum for all, just at 
present. We hope to resume com- 
petition with private stores and, 
if possible, undersell them again 
before long.” 

Elanto co-operative members 
get 2 per cent of their purchases 
back in dividends each year. Voi- 
ommaa said, “We have given this 
2 per cent for 25 years straight 
and will do it this year even if 
we have to dip into reserves.” 

Ambition With Realism. 

The co-ops of Finland are led 
by smart, up-and-coming young 
executives who temper ambition 
with realism. Makinen told me 
the other day, speaking good Eng- 
lish in that New England accent 
of his, “I think our co-ops could 
handle the whole business of this 
country if they had a chance,’ 
Antero Rinne, softspoken, culti- 
vated executive in the same co-op, 
interrupted him dryly at this 
point with the observation, “Yes. 
But we could never get hold of 
it.” 

All heavy industry in Finland is 
privately owned. The co-ops here, 
as everywhere in the world, con- 
centrate on foodstuffs and light 
consumer goods. 

Rinne, of course, is right. The 
co-ops would find it difficult to get 
hold of the rest of Finland's busi- 
ness life. 

Socialization is not making any 
further progress, either, beyond the 
estimated 20 per cent of Finnish 
economy which was nationalized 
before the war. This includes 
such things as telephones, tele- 
graph, railways, power, about 40 
per cent of the forests and the 
armament factories now making 
machinery. 

Nothing has been nationalized 


a member of a commission that 
ha: been studying possibilities of 
nationalization for. the past 18 
months, without taking any ac- 
tion, 

“Will there be any nationaliza- 
tion in the future?” I asked him. 
He hedged. 

“We believe in taking things 
gradually here, like Sweden.” 

I got a more definite negative 
from one of Finland's best versed 
financial experts. He sald: “We'll 
have long investigations but no 
real nationalization for at least 10 
years.” He recalled that such a 
pattern was followed in Germany 
after World War I. 

There seem to be two main rea- 
sons for this laxness in nationali- 
zation: N 

1— The non- Communist forces 
have a two-vote margin in the diet 
(unicameral legislature) over the 
Communists and their friends, It 
is 101 to 99. 

2— The Social - Democrats, al- 
though they vote with the Commu- 
nists on many things, are their 
bitter enemies, Often the Social- 
Democrats seem to be against na- 
tionalization just because the Com- 
munists are for it. 


Drastic Land Reform. 

It was while visiting the farm 
owned by Elanto that I first found 
how drastic a land reform is be- 
ing carried out to provide farms 
for the refugee Karelians, who 
have come in 450,000 strong from 
the province ceded by Finland to 
Russia, 

Elanto owned two farms before. 
It had to sell all of one and a 
100-hectare chunk of thé 700-hec- 
tare one I saw, for use by the 
refugees (a hectare is 2.47 acres.) 

One Finn I have met has a 30- 


hectare country place near Hel- 


sinki, He had to sell six hectares 
of this to a refugee Karelian fam- 
ily who are building their house 
less than 100 yards from his. His 
family does not like this much 
but, says his wife, “After all, I 
didn't lose a son in the war, so 
this is my war sacrifice.” 

Actually, he is lucky. Under the 
land reform law, most persons in 
his situation, with a farm in the 
country as well as a job in town, 
have to make a choice. If they 
want to save the farm, they have 
to give up their town job and 
apartment and move out to—and 
work on—the farm. Even then, 
they have to sell some of it to 
the refugees. One informant ad- 
mits frankly that he “made the 
place over to my son so we would 
not lose it. My son will work on 
it as a farmer and we can keep 
the farm under those circum- 
stances.” 


Communists Dissatisfied. 


The Finnish Government has 
been quite cold-blooded about tak- 
ing land from those who have, to 
give it to those who have. not. 
Even this, however, does not 
satisfy the Finnish Communists, 
whose slogan is “land to all who 
want to farm.” P 

The average Karelian refugee 
farmer, according to Agronome 
Viliam Kitunen, manager of the 
Agricultural Society of the Hel- 
sinki region, is getting nine to 10 
hectares of arable land and about 
12 of forest. Near Helsinki you 
can see a 220-hectare model farm 
that the government has expro- 
priated in its entirety from its 
former owner, a Helsinki factory 
proprietor named Komulainen. 
You can see the new Karelian 
farmhouses going up on the land 
now—two-story, small but neat 
wooden houses on concrete 
foundations equipped with elec- 
tricity and their own wells (and 
electric pumps as soon as avail- 
able so they will have running 
water), plus chicken houses and 
small barns. They are not unlike 
the small cottages in little subur- 
ban developments in America. 

It’s easy to see what slicing up 
of such big efficient farms into 
small units—so small they are al- 
most economically impractical— 
will mean to Finland's agricul- 
tural output and efficiency, at 
least for the next five years, 

It goes a long way to explain 
why agricultural output in 1946 
was 40 per cent less than pre- 
war, while industrial production 
was only 14 per cent less, How- 
ever, something had to be done 
for the Karelian refugees.

Kansas City Vote Scandal 
Recalls Other Suppressions

The experience of the Senate 
Judiciary Subcommittee, with the 
delayed Justice Department report 
on the Kansas City vote frauds, 
should impel the Congress to press 
for the.prompt release of other re- 
ports which the Administration 
has been withholding from public 
view, some of them for quite a 
length of time. 


Probably first in importance is 
the. Justice Department’s report 
on the patent policy of the Gov- 
ernment. President Roosevelt ini- 
tiated this study and the report 
was three years in the making. 
It was completed last fall. Only 
Cabinet members have been fur- 
nished copies. The Army and 
Navy are militantly opposed to its 
release to the public, inasmuch as 
those departments are severely 
criticized for their patent policies. 
I should think that the Congress 
would like to see this report. 

Second, there is the Hutchinson 
report on collaborationists in the 
Philippines. Months ago, shortly 
after our reoccupation of the 
Islands, the Justice Department 
dispatched Mr. Hutchinson to the 
Philippines to report on collabora- 
tionist activities of certain high 
Filipinos wth the Japanese. Per- 
sons who should know insist that 
this report seriously indicts as a 
collaborationist, among others, 
Manuel A. Roxas, elected Presi- 
dent. of the Philippine Republic 
while the report was lying incom- 
municado in Justice. On one oc- 
casion, our then Ambassador to 
the Philippines, Mr. Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt, announced angrily at the 
last minute that he would not go 
on the air for a broadcast if any 
question about the Hutchinson re- 
port were asked of him during 
the program, It was Mr. McNutt 
who coined the choice phrase. 
„Collaboration is a matter of the 
heart.” 

Then there is the Commerce De- 
partment's report on steel produc- 
tion capacity. This report repre- 
sents a comprehensive survey of 
America's war and peacetime steel 
production potential. Officials of 
the major steel companies are now 
reading the report, and insisting 
that it not be released. Meantime, 
the Senate Small Business com- 
mittee has not been able to see a 
copy of the report. 

Secretary of the Interior Krug 
some time ago made an extended 
trip to Japan, by way of Hawaii, 
Guam, American Samoa and Oki- 
nawa.. Upon his return he wrote 
a report to the President. In it 
he is believed to have declared un- 
qualifiedly for civilian administra- 
tion of Guam and American 
Samoa. At least, he had done this 
in interviews with the press in 
Hawaii enroute to Washington,

This important report on Fascism 
in Spain, Germany and Italy was 
prepared at the instance of Con- 
gressman Wright Patman of 
Texas. It is an ultra-conservative 
report, well documented and “foot- 
noted” with quotations and dates 
and places, It was ready for publi- 
cation last February. 


Is it merely a coincidence that 


a companion report, at the prompt- 
ing of Congressmen Dirksen of 


Illinois, entitled “Communism in 
Action” was completed 
eye released long ago? 800,- 
000 copies were printed of which 
more than 400,000 have been sold. 

But Representative Patman, 
despite his threats to make the 
report public, even if he has to 
read it into the Congressional 
Record, page hy page, has not yet 
been able to force the publication 
of “Fascism in Action.” Colonel 
Robert R. McCormick's Congress- 
man Bushby, of Chicago, has been 
blocking the resolution requiring 
publication. \ 

All of these reports were made 
by Government employes, on Gov- 
ernment time, and at considerable 
Government expense. The people, 
and the Congress, are entitled to 
know what is in the reports, how- 
ever great the embarrassment to 
particular agencies or individuals. 

This cannot be a complete list- 
ing of suppressed reports. But it 
will serve to suggest that other

In the American zone of Ger- 
many there are 2,209,507 youths 
between the ages of 10 and 18. 
Ot this number only 890,416 are 
enrolled in youth groups, 40 per 
cent of them in religious groups 
and 31 per cent in sports organi- 
zations, Clay said. The reat are 
enrolled in handicraft, cultural, 
trade union and miscellaneous 
groups, 

The report disclosed that greater 
emphasis has been placed on cul- 
tural and educational programs in 
the last six months in contrast to 
the concentration on athletic ac- 
tivities in 1946. 

Clay said the military govern- 
ment had to dissolve one sports 
organization because its leaders 
were virtual dictators. 

There are nearly 7000 different 
local youth organizations in the 
United States zone, Clay said. In 
the Hitler days children were en- 
rolled automatically in one group 
—the Hitler Youth. 

“During April,” the report said, 
“some of the former leaders of 
the Bund Deutscher Pfadfinder 
(League of German Boy Scouts) 
in Bavaria attempted to regain 
control of the Boy Scout move- 
ment, 

“These leaders represent unde- 
sirable nationalistic tendencies, a 
reason that the group has not 
been recognized by the Interna- 
tional Boy Scout Bureau.”

Let's go further with the arguments 
presented in your editorial, “Bigotry 
Knows No ends.” 

“The choice between use of public or 
private facilities is a free choice.” But 
there is no choice where the question 
of support of the public facilities is 
concerned. Taxes are not less for the 
citizen whose children attend the pa- 
rochial school. They are being taxed 
for educational and transportation facili- 
ties, of which they use only the latter. 

The citizen whose children attend the 
public school uses both public facilities 
involved. They are not “being taxed to 
support ideas in which they may ‘not 
believe.” They are being taxed to pro- 
vide education for their own children 
and the transportation connected there- 
with. 

The citizen who sends his children 
te the parochial school actually is pay- 
ing a premium price for the public 
transportation involved, a price equal to 
what his neighbor pays for the use of 
both facilities. 

Of course you'll argue that the chil- 
Gren attending parochial schools are 
mot prohibited from attending the pub- 
lic schools. But the fact remains that 
they are not using the public educational 
facility, thereby enabling public funds 
to be used for the benefit of a lesser 
mumber of pupils who are attending the 
public schools.

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Will It Be a Politician? 


One of these days President Truman will be 
making an appointment to the United States 
District Court in Missouri. It will be a seat for 
the lifetime of the appointee. How well will 
the President use his authority? 

The question is in order even though no 
vacancy as yet exists. It will be too late to ask 
it if the appointment comes along with the 
announcement of the vacancy and the post 
forthwith goes to some personal friend or politi- 
cal associate who lacks outstanding qualifications 
for the federal bench, 

Here. is the situation: 

Federal Judge Collet of Kansas City has been 
appointed by Mr. Truman to be a judge on the 
seven-state Federal Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Eighth Circuit. The nomination has not been 
confirmed by the Senate and so Judge Collet 
has not given up his seat on the District Court. 

The Republican Senate may now be rather 
more deliberate in acting on the Collet appoint- 
ment. ‘Judge Collet, with the other Kansas City 
federal judges, has been unfortunately drawn 
into the vote fraud case by District Attorney 
Sam Wear who asked their “advice.” Even so, 
the appointment should be confirmed as there 
is nothing to show that Judge Collet, any more 
than Judge Reeves or Judge Ridge, had im- 
proper connections. Under oath before the Sen- 
ate subcommittee, each said he not only favored 
further investigation of the vote case but had 
expected it. 

As soon as Judge Collet is confirmed to the 
appellate court his seat on the district bench is 
open. This is the post to which the St. Louis 
Bar Association, under the leadership of Rich- 
mond C. Coburn, addresses itself in its appeal to 
the White House for a non-political choice. 

‘Why is it necessary to ask the President to 
make a non-political choice? Because he has 
made personal, political choices for the federal 
bench in Missouri in the past and because it is 
already talked in political circles that he will 
make such an appointment again. 

The “most favored” candidate among seven 


men who have been screened by the FBI in 


this connection is Roy W. Harper of Caruthers- 
ville. It is not in the least a criticism of Mr. 
Harper as a man or lawyer to say that he is in 
the political pattern. . 

As chairman of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, he is primarily a politician engaged in the 
business of party politics. In 1940, when Harry 
Truman’s renomination for the Senate hung on 
the slenderest of threads, Mr. Harper was a 
Truman partisan in Southeast Missouri, The 
President may well consider that Mr. Harper is 
one of the men to whom he owes his second 
Senate term and hence the presidency. 

Yet this is exactly the sort of thinking which 
should not go into the selection of lifetime 
federal judges. ‘These posts should not be re- 
wards except for proved capacity to direct the 
courts which apply the laws of Congress. 

One thing that Mr. Truman should keep in 


mind is that the Senate may decide not to con- 


firm his choice. Indeed, there is already the 
possibility that the Republicans will be slow to 
confirm any Democratic appointee on the ground 
that Judge Collet’s lengthy absences on admin- 
istrative assignments in the war period show 
that the state can get along with one of its six 
federal judgeships vacant. (Actually, of course, 
the G.O.P. would be waiting in the hope that 
after 1948 it would have the chance to fill the 
post with someone from its own camp.) 

The President can be sure that Republican 
Senators Donnell and Kem will be in no rush to 
get a purely personal, political Democratic choice 
confirmed. : 

If that is the kind of selection the White 
House is contemplating—and it appears to be— 
our Senators will be fully justified in allowing 
it to wait a long, long time. 
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Movie Measure 

Hollywood has hit upon a sure-fire method 
for telling .whether or not a motion picture is 
going over with the children. It judges audi- 
ence reaction by the wriggles. If there are too 
many of them, the film isn’t interesting enough. 
It’s such a good idea that we think it owght to 
be applied to adult audiences, too, 

If the adult audience is restive, the interest 
value of.the movie is probably little better than 
colossal. If people here and there give up 
following what is in progress on the screen and 
enter into prolonged conversations with each 
other, there is reason to suspect that the thing 
is not going over teo well. And if spectators 
start getting up and leaving before it’s over, the 
film should be limited to use on the second spot 
of a double feature.

The tax reduction bill, President Truman says, 
made the reductions at the wrong time, 
and so he vetoed it. It is a strong and con- 
vincing message. Carroll Reece, chairman of 
the Republican National Committee, says his 
party will make political capital out of the veto 
in 1948, but we doubt it. 

As Mr. Truman points out, the bill would 
have increased the take-home pay of a man of 
moderate income only a little more than 1 per 
cent, while it would have helped a family with 
a $50,000 income to the tune of 18 per cent. 
There's not much political capital there. 

But politics are a side issue, The central 
point is that the tax bill is not equitable. It 
would add to inflationary pressures and in- 
creased economic maladjustments. The reduc- 
tion is not needed to supply funds for business 
or industrial expansion. It would be a poor way 
to recognize the nation’s new burdens of inter- 
national relief and rehabilitation. 

All these points the President made. Yet 
there are things the Administration could do to 
reduce the 257 billion dollar national debt, be- 
yond merely vetoing the G.O.P. tax reduction 
bill. Most important of these is to deflate the 
federal payroll. There are now 2,057,794 em- 
ployes, compared with 900,000 in June, 1939. 

The Post-Dispatch criticized Congress's indis- 
criminate slashing of personnel in essential of- 


ties such as the Bureau of Labor Statistics. But

the Administration is partly to blame fer not 
having suggested or effected personnel reduc- 
tions where they are unquestionably justified.

The $1.08 rate cited for the operators includes 
a 3-cent hourly bonus which the company and 
union mutually have agreed to eliminate. In 
terms of percentages, the operators have ob- 
tained increases of only 31 per cent in the same 
period that industrial workers won raises of 
almost 90 per cent. 

Though the apparently excessive increases for 
industrial workers partly may rectify earlier in- 
equities, the fact is that cost of living rose 54 
per cent in the six years. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported the overall cost of living at 
99.6 at the end of 1939 and at more than 150 at 
the end of 1946. 

Thus, it is clear the cost of living climbed 
much faster than bus and streetcar wages. 

The company’s financial situation is better 
now than it was six years ago. In 1939, its stock 
was worth from 5 to 15 cents a share. Last 
August it split shares.two for one, cut the par 
value in half and for the first two periods of 
1947 paid the same dividend of 25 cents a share 
as before it split the issue. Its stock was quoted 
recently at $7.50 a share. 

Six years ago the company grossed $13,340,114 
against operating expenses of $8,659,367. Last 
year it grossed $27,021,520 against operating costs 
of $16,074,441. Under such circumstances it is 
impossible to join the company in accepting a 
rump ruling that provides the employes with a 
substandard increase. 

The union is correct in now rejecting the 
company’s proposal for a review of the validity 
of a so-called arbitration award with the work- 
ers’ representative absent. Good faith with its 
employes and the public requires the Public 
Service Co. to stick with the arbitration pro- 
cedure until a bona fide majority ruling has 
been obtained.

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Aid and an Inventory, Too 

The idea of a national inventory of resources 
long advocated by Bernard Baruch and the Dem- 
ocrats has been revived by Republicans as a for- 
eign policy matter. Herbert Hoover has lent 
support to Senator Vandenberg’s proposal for 
a presidential board to survey the nation’s 
wealth. This step would help determine what 
kind of aid America can best give other nations, 
but it must not delay the building, with our help, 
of a world to stand against aggression. 

If the fact that the nation is no longer self- 
sufficient in resources demands an accounting, 
the fact that foreign aid cannot wait calls for 
speed. Both dollars and food are running out in 
many countries which we hope to protect against 
poverty and aggression. President Truman 
should name a survey board and get the re- 
sources inventory started at once. 

As for the Republicans, they had better re- 
view some of their economy addiction. The party 
has worked for heavy budgetary reductions for 
the Bureau of Mines and Bureau of Land Man- 
agement and other agencies in the Interior and 
Agriculture Departments. These offices are 
searching for new sources of farm and mineral 
production. Severe slashes in their budgets, as 
Senator O’Mahoney says, would defeat the ob- 
jectives of Mr. Hoover and Senator Vandenberg, 
and the Republicans ought to show whether 
they mean what they say.

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A Bill of Monopoly — - 

The Bulwinkle railroad bill, which is being 
pushed toward a vote in the Senate, would, if 
it were enacted, be a grievous setback to all 
the long effort of free enterprisers in this coun- 
try to break up trusts, monopolies and cartels 
and force them to compete, As Senator Taylor 
said, it would establish the railroads as “a kind 
of super government.” 

The purport of the bill is to exempt the 
railroads from the anti-trust laws. Their private 
associations, fixing rates, would be allowed to 
restrain competition with the Government’s 
blessing. Any railroad with enough enterprise 
to want to compete on a basis of price would 


have not only the cartel to fight, as it has now, 


but also the Government itself. 

The Bulwinkle bill would do exactly the op- 
posite of what needs to be done. Instead of 
sanctioning the railroads’ price-fixing, the Gov- 
ernment ought to forbid it entirely, and make 
its.order stick by giving the ICC the technical 
staff to promulgate rates. As it is, the ICC has 
to depend on the railroads for most of the 
technical work of their own regulation. This 
is a ridiculous state of affairs. What is needed 
is a Bulwinkle bill in reverse.

New Missouri floods are “a monument to years of tinkering by 
Army Engineers, farm paper says; they deal with floods only after 
these occur, as Chinese have done for ages; urges TV A-type plan 
to prevent high water, aid conservation and help public power. 


From the Missouri Farmer 


This year’s flood, which has forced hun- 
dreds of farm families to move; which has 
destroyed their crops, fences and other 
property; which has interrupted rail, bus 
and truck transportation as well as other 
communications; which has washed away 
and damaged scores of bridges and miles 
of roads, is a monument to the years of 
tinkering on the part of the Army. Engi- 
neers. 


For nearly a hundred years, the Army 
Engineers have been building levees that 
melt away year after year before the floods 
like lumps of sugar, They have been build- 
ing dams to hold back the water. 


Lately they have choked up the Missouri 
river. with dikes, reducing the carrying ca- 
pacity of the stream, until when a rainy 
spell comes along the water has no place 
to go except out over the land,

In other words, the Engineers have been 
dealing with effects, instead of the causes 
of floods. They have been attempting to 
deal with the waters AFTER they have 
swept down into the lowlands, dealing with 
them by building dams, levees and dikes, 
the same kinds of measures used by the 
Chinese more than a thousand years ago. 


There is not a small farm boy in this 
State who does not know that the recur- 
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ring floods begin when the rain falls upon 
the uplands. The rainfall gathers into little 
rivulets, then rushes down into the branch- 
es and creeks, then into the larger streams, 
carrying away the rich top soil upon which 
future generations must depend for food! 


Why can’t the Army Engineers see this? 
Why cannot Congressmen see it? Why 
cannot all the people see it? Why do we 
keep on appropriating enormous sums for 
these ineffectual measures—keep on deal- 
ing with effects rather than working on 
the causes of floods? 


Attack on All Fronts 


The TVA has solved this flood problem 
by attacking it upon all fronts, by the ex- 
tensive use of fertilizers and other soil 
conservation practices, then by building 
dams. Unlike the dams proposed by the 
Army Engineers under the Pick-Sloan plan, 
these TVA dams do more than just con- 
trol floods they generate power for 
cities and farms to take the drudgery off 
the backs of mankind and to comfort the 
people by lighting up their homes and keep- 
ing them warm, 


Why do not the people of Missouri, and 
the whole Missouri River Basin, which 
takes in several states, learn from this out- 
standing example which has met with uni- 
versal approval throughout the Tennessee 
Valley, and which has attracted the favor- 
able notice of people all over the world?

Wallace Is 


No Traitor 


From the Courier-Journal 


Up to the present, President Truman has 
kept a dignified silence on the recent ac- 
tivities of Henry Wallace. Now comes a 


story, however, of an unwise outburst of 


temper. The President is reported to have 
written a letter to Lewis E. Starr, national 
commander of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, castigating his former Cabinet mem- 
ber in the strongest terms. It is even al- 
leged that Truman wrote: “Only one man 
in American history compares with Henry 
Wallace. That man is Aaron Burr.” 


This is the worst way to handle the Wal- 
lace problem. It would seem to indicate 
White House concern over the crowds at 
recent Wallace rallies, or pique over Stas- 
sen’s prediction of a Truman-Wallace ticket 
in 1948. Intemperate abuse can make the 
Corn Belt mystic from Iowa into a first- 
class political martyr, thus greatly enhanc- 
ing his value to Communists in America and 
in the U.S. S. R. Congressional critics start- 
ed out on the same unfortunate line when 
they urged prosecution for treason under 
the Logan Act after Wallace's speeches in 
England. 


There are one or two superficial links be- 
tween Wallace and Aaron Burr. Both were 
Vice Presidents of the United States, Both 
were confused men of restless energies, 
both perhaps suffering from a messianic 
complex. There, however, the likeness ends. 
Burr was tried for treason, and though he 
was never convicted there was strong évi- 


dence that he incited an armed uprising 
against the Union. Chief Justice Marshall 
held in his favor because Burr was not 
physically present when a military expedi- 
tion he sponsored set out from Blenner- 
hassett island in the Ohio river. j 


Wallace, on the other hand, is a patriot 
despite his wrongheadedness. There is no 
doubt that he wants to avert a war be- 


_ tween this country and Russia, an objec- 


tive shared by almost all Americans. It is 
only his method of reaching that peaceful 
goal which most of us consider mistaken 
to the point of dangerousness, as likely to 
promote the very war we would all avoid. 


Henry Wallace is guilty of a disturbing 
naivete, He allows himself to be used by 
known Communists and fellow travelers 
who cannot possibly share his enthusiasm 
for a free world in which Russia and Amer- 
ica can live on terms of equality. But 
treason and muddle-headedness are not 
comparable faults.

Between Book Ends 


Tough Unionism 


THE DARK SHIP, Richard ©. Soyer. 

Brown & Company, Boston.) 

In less than a decade, the National Mari- 
time Union (CIO) has become one of the 
best-known unions in the world. Maligned 
by the anti-labor press, criticized by many 
of its competing unions, the NMU has firm- 
ly entrenched its reputation in the mind 
of world labor. That its members cover 
the seven seas, and every port in the world, 
is not so much the reason for its fame 
as is the fact that in that space of time, it 
has accomplished democratic miracles in 
an occupational category once rampant 
with prejudice, bigotry and intense hatred. 

Boyer is no newcomer to the journalistic 
scene, Since 1937, he has been a member 
of the New Yorker staff where he turned 
out much of the material he wrote on the 
NMU. As far back as 1929, an early piece 
on the newspaper man as a worker won 
a first prize in Mencken's old American 
Mercury, and later he worked on the 
New York Herald Tribune. 

* * : 

It was the San Francisco general strike 
in 1934 that indirectly fathered the NMU, 
It brought also into prominence a man 
named Joe Curran, whose name has been 
synonymous with NMU, During World War 
II, the NMU was responsible for the first 
ship with a mixed crew headed by a Negro 
captain, the SS Booker T. Washington. 

Boyer tells the story of the NMU through 
a single ship, “The Marquette,” particularly 
its operation during the war, its struggles 
against the greedy shipowners, against 
Government strike-breaking and the open- 
ly pro-management Maritime Commission. 

The second part of the book is devoted 
to a study of personalities within the union 
—Joe Curran, Frederick (“Blacky”) Myers, 
David Pescalosa, Dan Boano, Bill McCar- 
thy, Arthur McBowman, Josh Lawrence, 
Ferdinand Smith, and others. It is in these 
biographies that one realizes why the NMU 
is such a rank-and-file union .. . its lead- 
ers are also down-to-earth sailors, not pro- 
fessional labor leaders. The recent split 
between Curran and the leftwing of the 
NMU does not enter into “The Dark Ship” 
because the New Yorker profiles which 
Boyer draws on were published before the 
split took place, and the book in no 
takes up that new development.

*“The Dark Ship” is a gingularly powerful 
book for those who- do not understand 
unions and their workings. As Boyer says: 
“This book has been written in the belief 
that the men who have built American la- 
bor unions will, in the eyes of history, be 
considered .important Ameriean pioneers 
whose lives have indicated the shape of 
things to come.” 

In the shadow of such world-sweeping 
things as the Taft-Hartley bill, Americans 
should be reading books like this.

the fifth round. Ross, former 
lightweight and welterweight 
champion, intervened when 
brawny, dark-haired Fiorello — 
with blood streaming from a gash 
in his left brow—complained that 
he no longer could see out of 
his left eye. 

Although Fiorello had had two 
previous bouts stopped because of 
cuts, never in his long career had 
he taken the count. He was 
lucky to escape with another 
T. K. O. last night; for in the third 
and fourth rounds Rocky’s boom- 
ing punches to the head and body 
had Jerry so groggy that he 
grabbed the upper ring rope to 
keep from falling to the canvas. 

From the viewpoint of the <ans, 
it was a poor bout to w. teh. Fior- 
ello, apparently concentrating on 
lasting the full 10 rounds, did not 
try to make a fight of it. He 
threw few punches; instead he 
tried to protect himself from 
Rocky's blows by using a “shell 
defense” of elbows and forearms.

Wedding Music

AM glad to quote the following advice sent me by a mem- 
ber of the Central California Chapter of the American Guild 
of Organists: | 

“A church wedding is a religious ceremony. Therefore, the 
music at a church wedding should reflect and enhance the 
religious character of the occasion. 

“Both organists and ministers have a responsibility of 
guidance toward more appropriate music, Therefore, both 
should discuss the music with the bride and groom as the wed- 
ding is being planned. 

“If the bride and groom want music which would be out 
of place in a church, it is suggested that such music be used 
at the wedding reception. 

“The permission of the regular organist of the church 
must be obtained before a guest organist is asked to play for 
the ceremony.” | 

Also, I might emphasize an important detail—one which 
the organists themselves are unable to put forward—the hard- 
ship endured by the church organist because too many people 
‘think his fee is included in charges made for the use of the 
church. In a few large churches he may be a full-time employe, 
but in the average church he and the singers are performing 
an extra duty beyond the regular demands of their positions 
and they ought to be paid accordingly.

The Village Druggist for 52 Years 


'Doc' Lloyd at Winona (Mo.) Still Opens Store at 6 A.M. Every Day

WINONA, Mo., June 17. 


HEN the clock strikes 6, 

“Doc” Lloyd comes trudg- 

ing up the hill to his drug- 
store on the square, to open up 
for the day’s business, for “Doc” 
is the village druggist and it is 
the lot of the village druggist in 
the Ozarks to start the day early 
and end it late. For 52 years John 
T. Lloyd has been doing that and 
at 81 he is still carrying on, with 
no thought of retiring until he 
has to, which means that he will 
carry On as long as he is able to 
climb the hill to his store on the 
square, 

The town folk and the cus- 
‘tomers who come in from the 
hills call him “Doc.” He is not 
a doctor and doesn’t pretend to 
be one, but when there is no doc- 
tor around he does what he can 
to ease the miseries of mankind, 
for that is what people expect of 
a village druggist and he is not 
one to withhold any help that he 
can give. 

“Doc” Lioyd is as old as Win- 
ona. A little older, in fact, for he 
came here when Winona’ was 
“just a patch of pine timber.” The 
way he puts it, he grew up in the 
woods and got most of his early 
education in three-months schools 
and reading the novels of Bertha 
M. Clay. It was that lady-like 
noveli of the 80s who, in re- 
verse, inspired him to make some- 
thing of himself. He had read 
three of hor heart-throbbers and 
was half way through the fourth 
when he realized that he was 
wasting his time. “What a fool 
you are to read such stuff,” he 
said to himself, and threw the 
book down. He ought to be read- 
ing text books. He had rather 
a vague idea about what a text 
book was, but it was something 
that would help him be some- 
thing better than a mill hand, 

Lloyd, at the time, was work- 
ing a “carriage” in the big lumber 
mill at Grandin. He considered 
being a country doctor, but when 
he thought of night trips up 
the crecks in blizzards, he decided 
that doctorin’ was not for him, 

Then he made up his mind that 
he would be a lawyer. He talked 
with Jim Dorris, the planning mill 
boss, but Jim told him if he was 
aiming to be a lawyer he would 
have to brush up on literary stuff, 
so that when he stood before a 
jury he could spout poetry and 
the like of that. Lloyd pondered 
that. He knew that poetry 
wouldn’t have anything to do with 
the merits of the case but poetry 
of the right sort, showing him 
to be a well-read man, might have 
weight with a jury As matters 
stood the only literary stuff that 
he knew anything about had come 
from Bertha M. Clay

He might have gone on at the 
mill, drawing his $2.75 a day, 
content to rise sometime to the 


rank of head sawyer if things 
worked out right, but when old 
Al Daley, the head sawyer quit, 
the company brought in a man 
from the outside and put him in 
Daley’s place, Feeling that his tal- 
ents weren’t appreciated, Lloyd 
threw up his job, leaving the mill 
flat, as he looked at it. 
* * * 

LOYD planned to go to Texar- 
L kana and work in a mill and 

study law at night, but when 
he came back to Winona and was 
going around telling his friends 
goodby he dropped in at C. E. 
Bolin’s drug store, “So you're go- 
ing to Texarkana and you're going 
to study law,” said Bolin thought- 
fully, and Lloyd said yes that was 
what he was aimin’ to do. 

That might be all right, said 
Bolin doubtfully, for he had no 
very high opinion of the law as 
a steady dependence, but in his 
opinion the boy could do better 
right here in Winona. Now take 
the drug business. There was 
something with a future to it. A 


lawyer might have to wait a long 
time for a client but people 
couldn’t do without drugs. “Look 
here, John,” he said, “I’ve got 
to hire a man and you can have 
the job if you want it.” 


Lloyd protested that he didn’t 
known anything about the drug 
business. He had, he said, never 
been behind a prescription case in 
his life, but 
learn it easier than he could learn 
to be a lawyer by studying at 
night, Lloyd said give him a lit- 
tle time to think it over and Bolin 
said that would be all right. He 
studied it over until August 20, 
1895 and that day he walked into 
the store and said “Well, I believe 
I'll take that job.” 

Lloyd, to find out what it was all 
about, took a correspondence 
course in pharmacy and when he 
had mastered it he registered with 
the State Board of Pharmacy and 
became a full-fleged dispenser of 
drugs and all that went with it. 
What went with it was a line of 
general merchandise which Bolin 
had put in. 

Three years after Lloyd took 
the job, Bolin decided that it 
would be better to separate the 


Solin said he could. 


drug business from the general 
merchandise and offered to sell to 
Lloyd either the one or the other. 
Lloyd by that time had come to 
like the drug business, so he took 
over the drugs and Bolin went on 
from there as a general merchant. 

Lloyd moved the store a few 
times. From 1905 to 1910 he oper- 
ated it in connection with the 
local lumber company. Since 1926 
he has occupied the present build- 
ing 

R * — 
OR years and years Lloyd's 
working hours were from 6 a.m. 

0 9 p.m. Now, although he does- 
n't want anybody to think he is 
slipping, he takes it a little easier. 
He is on hand at 6 a.m, to do what 
he calls the janitor work. He stays 
until noon, After the midday meal 
he takes a nap and is back at the 
store at 2. At 5, unless business 
is rushing, he goes home and in 
season works in the garden.which 
is his pride. 

There have been big changes in 
the drug business, says Lloyd, 
since he has been in it. In the 
earlier years he pounded his own 
pills and mixed up his own tinc- 
tures and elixirs. Now those things 
come ready to dispense. And he 
is willing to admit that, because 
of research and standardization, 
they are better than the ones he 
used to turn out by hand. There 
have been more changes in medi- 
cine, he says, in the past 25 years 
than ever before. 

What he likes about the drug 
business is that it brings him into 
close contact with his neighbors 
and brings him near to human 
nature because of the confidences 
that come to him. It is not éxact- 
ly like the relations between doc- 
tors and their patients or perhaps 
those between lawfers and their 
ellents, but it is the next thing to 
it. What he means is that in a 
small town like this lots of people 
come to the druggist with their 
troubles and look to him for help. 

The thing that hurts him is that 
oftentimes he is not able to help 
them as much as he would like. 

Next to his career as the village 
druggist, Lloyd is proud of his Ma- 
sonic record. He is one of the 
charter members of Winona 
Lodge. He was in fact the first 
man to join it, back in 1894, There 
were 17 charter members. He re- 
ceived his 60-year button in 1944. 

As to the rewards in the drug 
business, Lloyd says he has never 
made any money to amount to 
anything, but he has had a lot of 
fun.

She described the other as ‘over- 

glaze’. What is the difference, 

and which is preferable?” 

Underglaze means that the deco- 
ration was applied to the body 
before the final glaze—the clear, 
hard finish—was fired. When the 
decoration is applied last it is on 
top of the glaze, and therefore 
known as overglaze. 

Formerly most of the china and 
earthenware for use in the home 
was overglaze, because clearer, 
more attractive colors were 
achieved by this method. Hotel 
china is usually underglaze, for 
the hard treatment it receives in 
mechanical washing and careless 
handling makes the protection of 
the decoration necessary. More 
recently the development of clear- 
er, finer glazes in this country has 
led to a wider use of underglaze 
for home use. This is an asset, 
of course but if you are not un- 
usually rough in handling your 
dishes, you don't absolutely need 
it. With the usual hand washing, 
the decoration stays on china for 
many, many years. Of course, an 
abrasive should never be used on 
any decoration, particularly gold. 

In your case the answer seems 
to be: Choose good quality; select 
the pattern that appeals most to 
you.

Children's Radio 


Hours Discussed 
By Dr. Daniel A. Poling 


R. S. HARCOURT PEPPARD, 
D. distinguished psychiatrist, 

was quoted as saying that he 
had never seen a case where radio 
has caused “anxiety” in children, 
pointing out that anxiety is the 
basis of neurosis in a speech in 
New York the other day. 


Dr. Peppard went on to affirm 
that radio’s problem in the devel- 


opment of children’s programs is 


to meet the two criteria of giving 
pleasure and affording some op- 
portunity for educational value. 
He thought that children's pro- 
grams should always have “su- 
spense, fantasy and aggression” or 
the child “will get his satisfaction 
elsewhere.” He did warn against 
over-stimulation especially during 
the hour immediately preceding 
“ bedtime. And he concluded, “None 
of us is yet sure of the influence 
of radio on children.” 

I’m not competent to argue at 
length with Dr. Peppard. But if 
he was correctly quoted, I disagree 
with his general dismissal of the 
charge that some radio programs 
at least cause “anxiety in chil- 
dren.” In my opinion, they cause 
that and considerably more! There 
are radio bedtime stories that have 
made my own hair stand on end. 
This may be a tribute to the skill 
of the artists but it would take 
more than a sedative to put some 
little boys and girls to sleep after 
some programs that Dr. Peppard 
apparently had not heard. 

Such blanket indorsements are 
not good for radio, and they do 
not strengthen confidence in some 
child guidance specialists. I prefer 
to believe that Dr. Peppard was 
not fully quoted. The problem of 
radio programs for children is still 
wide open. Station managers, 
program sponsors, religious and 
educational leaders should get to- 
gether to consider the problem.

NE of the best things to be 
0 said for pre-emptive (shut-out) 
bidding is that it often spurs 
the opponents into suicidal over- 
calls. Today's deal is not at all 
extraordinary in that respect. 
West, dealer. Both sides vulner- 
able. 
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The bidding: 
.. . Bat 
Double Pass Pass — 

The five-club contract was de- 
feated four tricks for the very 
satisfying (to East-West!) pen- 
alty of 1100 points, This was more 
than adequate compensation to 
East-West for the game they 
could have made. On the surface, 
it appears that they actually could 
have made a slam in spades, but 
it is very doubtful that 12 tricks 
would have resulted from normal 
play. 

The value of East's bold jump 
to four spades was in the psy- 
chological effect it had on the 
South player who, like so many 
other players, was the type that 
hates to be “shut out.” Needless 
to say, South’s five-club bid was 
a neck-stretcher of the first water, 
but since this particular South 
was an experienced player and 
considered in his circle far above 
average, it is to be assumed that 
thousands of other players in his 
position would have had the same 
reaction, 

Thus, as has been seen, the pre 
emptive bid or raise is really a 
two-edged weapon. It may shut 
out the opponents successfully, or 
—and sometimes this is even bet- 
ter—it may bring them into the 
auction with a desperation bid 
that can be slaughtered. This is 
not to excuse the sort of bid that 
South made, but merely to point 
out the two-way advantage of pre- 
ne when the conditions call

The 
children are supposed to acquire 
social traits and achieve some 
elementary skills like placing 
blocks, cutting forms, coloring, 
painting in broad swathes, but 
mainly to acquire the ability to 
play and work with other children 
in an harmonious environment.

They are not 
ready to read yet. Most of them

Perhaps consider- 
able good effect comes from the 
vitamins in coffee if some modern 
researches are correct, They re 
port 3% oz. of freshly roasted cof- 
fee (makes eight cups good strong 
coffee) contains 900 micrograms 
thiamine, 70 micrograms ribo- 
flavin and 8600 micrograms nia- 
cin. One teaspoon soluble coffee 
contains 10 micrograms thiamine, 
three riboflavin, 560 niacin. Our 
daily need of thiamine is 1200 
micrograms, 1500 of riboflavin, 
1100 of niacin. It is easy to figure 
how much of these vitamins the 
individual drinking two or three 
cups of coffee daily gets. Modern 
soluble coffee has excellent flavor 
and is well adapted to making 
coffee-flavored desserts. 

Coffge Ice Box Cake. 


One cup fresh strong coffee, two 
cups milk, scalded, one cup sugar, 
two cups thin cream, seven egg 
yolks, pinch salt, three round lay- 
ers sponge cake, whipped cream, 

Combine coffee, cream and 
sugar, stir until blended, then 
„ pour over ‘well-beaten egg yolks, 

add salt and stir thoroughly. Turn 
into top of double boiler and 
place over hot water. Cook with 
constant stirring until custard 
coats a metal spoon. Remove im- 
mediately from fire and cool. Split 
the three layers of sponge cake 
so that the six layers are uniform 
in thickness, Spread coffee cus- 
tard between layers. Before plac- 
ing top layer on, cut 10 circles 
out of this layer equal distances 
apart close to the rim. The inside 
of doughnut cutter is ideal for 
this cutting. Place cut-out layer 
on top. Fill holes with coffee 
custard and replace cut-outs inte 
their holes. Let stand in refrig- 
erator several hours so that cake 
absorbs custard, When ready to 
serve, lift up cut-outs and fill with 
sweetened whipped cream. Re 
circles so the effect is that of 10 
mushrooms saucily rooted on the 
top. Serve with more whipped 
cream. Serves 10.
